Gandhi to Be Tried at Once, Will Plead Guilty;

LONDON, . March. 12.—Mohandas.. K. 
Gandhi and Shankerlal. a banker. were 
arraigned before a Magistrate at Ahmed- 
abad yesterday, charged with being 
connected with articles written by Gand- 
hi and published in Young India, says 
a dispatch ‘to the Exchange’ Telegraph’ 
from Bombay. The prosécution described 
these letters-as having caused disaffec- 
tion against the Government. 

Both the accused men said they would 
plead guilty at the proper time, but that 
they would decline to cross-examine wit- 
nesses or to open their defense. They 
were committed ‘for trial, which is’ ex- 
pected to begin promptly, and to con- 
clude within a fortnight.

Regulated. the ‘Surgeon General 
of the PRS to prepare the history of 
the Medical Depa ent, United States 
Army, in.the World: War, is given by 
Dr. Loy McArgs in a recent article in 
The Medical Record: 5 

~ Not the least interesting and certainly 
the most remarkable. page ih it is the 
official list of requiréments imposed by 
the General Staff, which undertakes, it 
seems, to. supervise the Medical Depart- 
ment history. .There are very strict re- 
quirements as to documentation, and 
every basic statement is required to be 
substantiated by, references to authori- 
ties. But more disturbing to those who 
are: interested in the production of an 
informing and interesting historical 
flarrative are the prohibitions of criticism 
and of names. It is stated that ‘it is 
nof for the military historians to fix 
blame, or bestow praise.’’ In the name of 
Clio, why not, and since when-is it not 
the prerogative of the historian to point 
@ moral or adorn a: tale? ‘The taboo 
against criticism may be of use in pre- 
venting that: sacred band, the General 
Staff, from being confronted with. their 
owh mistakes; but it would singularly 
diminish the value of the work if the 
costly errors of this. war cannot . be 
pointed out for the guidance of posterity. 

Again, it is written that “‘ names and 
pérsonal statements are not permissible 
unless necessary for purposes of ac- 
curacy and clarity." The General Staff 
and not the historians will presumably 
be the judges of the necessity. . “‘ If the 
name,” it continués,.<“ embellishes the 
history, it may be used; if~the history 
embellishes the name, it must be omit- 
ted.’’ Pleasing diversion may be had 
by applying the criterion\here enunci- 
ated with such finality to lous well- 
known characters of the -past.. The 
Hanoverian dynasty can scarcely be 
said. to. embellish history,, and so we 
might erase from English history the 
names of, the four Gerorces.

Unless effective measufes are taken to, 
prevent thé numerous professional oper- 
ators, and the big army of amateurs, 
from interfering with each other, they 
seem likely before long to make all com 
munication ofthis sort practically im- 
possible. 

To guard against what would be a‘real 
disaster, the Technical Committee ap- 
pointed at the conference of experts re- 
ceritly held in Washington has formu- 
lated an elaborate set of rules, assigning 
different wave lengths to different sorts 
of radio work, and imposing restrictions 
that seem reasonable on the several 
classes engaged in sending out the mys- 
terious vibrations. 

The idea of Government control is in 
itself distasteful, as it so easily could 
degenerate into a censorship, ‘but evi- 
dently the alternative to it is a confu- 
sion that soon would become intolerable. 

It is unfortunate that the radio mes- 
sages: cannot be directed. to a d¢qsired 
destifation, but have to be sent out in 
every direction. For all except the 
** broadcasters” this involves an enor- 
mous-waste. of energy, 
present prospect of avoiding that loss. 

With much satisfaction it will be no- 
ticed that the. Technical Committee ad- 
vises prohibition of the use of radio 
telephony for what it calls direct, ad- 
vertising. That certainly should not be 
permitted—if it can be stopped.

Another Last Letter. 
To the Editor of The New York Times :. 

I was deeply interested in the “ Last Let- 
ters’’ written by gallant young Frenchmen 
and published last Supday in the Magazine 
Section of THE New York Tuves.
